It ia not sorprinng to find the 


unlearned in things medical unable 
to understand that brain develop- 
ment, which of course is generally 
a matter of heredity, determines 
character.

brain, aa a musician may use a mu- 
sical instrument, or whether, as some 
think, what we call mind is simply 
brain function, it should be mani- 
fested on consideration that upon

his 
mental capacity; and 
con- 


sequently, also his characteristics, 
both intellectual and moral. 
We 


are not disposed to urge specialties 
of development as excuses for con- 
duct, because, given an average de- 
gree of intelligence and fairly strong 
will power, the individual is clearly 
responsible for his actions; but it 
must not be forgotten that his in- 
stincts of right or wrong, and the 
faculty of judgment with which he 
distinguishes between good and evil, 
will be acute or dull in proportion 
as his brain is developed. 


The mind is in a large sense the 


character of a man, and as d'rtctly 
dependent on the physical growth 
of his brain as the speed of a race 
horse is dependent on its muscular 
development. 
This is not 
suffi- 


ciently recognized, and because it is 
not we every now and then find silly 
remarks in print such as the follow- 
ing: "The convolutions of the bra'n 
may have something to do with the 
difference between mediocrity and 
genius, but at present they are not 
recognized in the law courts, and it 
is difficult to see how they can be;" 
with such weak and wide moral re- 
flections as that "it would be scarcely 
satisfactory to a pickpocket to have 
his brains (tic) examined, in order 
to prove to those he left behind that 
be really could not help being a 
thief!" And yet the Jacts are suffi- 
ciently plain and simple, so plain 
and simple that any one should be 
able to understand them.—Lancet.

BLOOMINOTON, 111., October 1.—One 


of the most thrilling tragedies which 
has occurred in Central Illinois for 
years took place in this eity to-night. 
About 7 o'clock, while Henry Franks, 
the Jailer, was removing the prisoners 
to their proper cells, lie was attacked 
by one named Charles Pierce, alias 
Howlett, who grasped a ravolver from 
the hip pocket of the Jailer, and be- 
fore proper resistance could be made by 
that official, the latter was shot at 
three times. One bullet passed through 
his heart, death instantly occurring. 
News of the murder in a few moments 
spread like wildfire throughout the city, 
and soon a mob numbering 1,500 to 
2,000 people gathered at the jail de- 
manding 'vengeance on the prisoner. 
Sheriff Ator and other officials at- 
tempted to keep back the mob, and did 
all possible to quell the excitement, 
which every moment wag becoming 
greater. 
In their fury the mob broke 


down the iron grating of the windows 
and doors, and the officers found that it 
was useless to resist it. The crowd 
soon filled that the jail, and the cell 
door in which the murderer was con- 
fined was btoken open. A rope was 
produced, and it was won placed around 
Pieroe's neck. He was taken from the 
jail, accompanied by the exultant yells 
of the mob, tn a tree across the street, 
and hanged, life becoming extinct in a 
few moments. 
The execution was wit- 


nessed by at least 5,000 people. 
They 


seemed to be all of one opinion—that 
the murderer had met his just fate. 
The murdered Jailer was an old resi- 
dent of this city and a member of a 
respected family. He ban served in 
the above capacity for a number of 
years, and was well respected by the 
community, and quite a favorite with 
the prisoners confined ia the 
jail. 


His murderer, Pierce, was lodged in 
jail about a month ago having been ar- 
rested at Jacksonville, for the theft of 
a horse and buggy belonging to a livery 
firm in the city. 
His trial was to take 


place in the Circuit Court here. 
The 


excitement in Bloomington is intense. 
Never before in its history baa mob law 
prevailed. During the past few years 
a number of murders have occurred, but 
through legal quibbles the guilty ones 
have been allowed to go acot free, or 
failed to 
meet 
punishment for the 


crimes committed.

These include an 
exquisitely carved wooden box, present- 
ed by the city of Stratford on Avon, 
and made from a mulberry tree planted 
by Shakespeare; a gold box, presented 
by the citiea of Glasgow and Ayr, both 
containing parchment scrolls tendering 
the freedom of the city to the distin- 
guished guest, and * large silver box 
from tbe city of Edinburgh. The boxes 
and other public presents are on exhi- 
bition in Memorial hall, Fairmount 
park. Independent of the above, there 
are sixty-eight cases containing presents 
that pertain to the household.

of these goods have been in the custody 
of Mr. Childs, to whom they were sent 
while the general was traveling. No 
approximate estimate of the worth of 
these goods can be obtained, but it ia 
understood that in the two-and-a-half 
year trip around the world General 
Grant received presents equivalent in 
value to double the expenses of his 
journey.

intention of the Democratic senators to 
bald a conference some time the Utter 
part of next week preliminary to the 
caucus whioh will be held. The Demo- 
cratic senators will all be here, unless 
accident prevents, with the exception 
of Fair aod possibly Slater. The gen-

There are several candidates for the 
vacant clerkship of the senate, bat 
none of them have had as yet any op- 
portunity to make such a oanvasa as to 
warrant any estimate being made as to 
chances.
